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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  July  18,  the  Departmtent  increased  calendar  year  1966  consumption 
requirements  to  10,225,000  tons.  On  July  7  requirements  had  been  in- 
creased 100  ,  000  tons  to  10  ,  100  ,  000  tons  .  During  the  first  half  of  this 
year  reported  deliveries  have  totaled  4,788,000  tons.  With  the  addition 
of  constructive  deliveries  reported  in  1965  but  actually  delivered  in 
January-February  1966,  physical  deliveries  during  January- June  have 
been  4 ,  825 ,  000  tons.  It  would  appear  that  consumption  of  sugar  has  been 
at  about  the  same  level  during  this  period.  With  hot  weather  prevailing 
over  most  of  the  country,  consumption  of  sugar  is  expected  to  continue 
at  the  current  high  level. 

It  is  now  anticipated  that  consumption  of  sugar  during  1966  will  exceed 
10  ,  1  50 ,  000  tons  and  the  10,225,000  ton  requirements  ,  after  making  al- 
lowance for  refining  losses  of  about  60,000  tons,  will  leave  refiners' 
quota  stocks  at  the  end  of  the  year  about  the  same  level  as  at  the  begin- 
ning . 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  that  had  been  at  6.95  cents  per 
pound  since  June  22  advanced  to  7.00  cents  on  July  6  and  remained  at 
that  level  through  July  15.  The  average  for  July  1-15  was  6.99  cents. 
The  average  price  during  the  first  six  months  of  1966  was  6.89  cents. 

The  June  average  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar  of  1.72  cents  per 
pound  was  the  lowest  monthly  average  since  July  1941.  During  the  first 
half  of  July  spot  prices  for  world  sugar  have  averaged  1.76  cents  or 
4.27  cents  below  the  domestic  price  for  the  same  period. 

Primary  distributors  have  announced  increases  in  the  wholesale  price 
for  refined  sugar  in  100  pound  paper  bags.  In  the  Northeast,  Southeast 
and  Gulf  the  announced  increase  in  refined  cane  sugar  was  0.15  cent  per 
pound  effective  July  18.  This  would  make  the  price  10.35  cents  in  the 
Northeast  and  9.95  cents  in  the  Southeast  and  Gulf  territories. 

In  the  Chicago-West  territory,  effective  July  25,  the  list  price  for  re- 
fined cane  sugar  will  be  9.90  cents  per  pound  and  9.70  cents  for  beet 
sugar  with  a  0.  10  cent  allowance  for  delivery  to  the  direct  shipping 
territory  of  Illinois,  St.  Louis,  Northern  Indiana  and  Southern 
Wisconsin . 
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Based  on  information  at  hand  the  9.40  cent  price  will  continue  on  a  day- 
to-day  basis  for  both  cane  auid  beet  sugar  in  the  Pacific  Coast  territory. 

The  July  Crop  Report  of  the  Department  estimates  sugar  beet  production 
from  the  1966crop  at  20, 128,000  tons  or  3.8  percent  below  the  previous 
crop  year  production.  Based  on  average  extraction  sugar  production 
from  the  1966  crop  would  be  about  200,000  tons  less  than  the  domestic 
beet  sugar  quotas  of  3,025,000  tons.  Sugar  production  from  the  1965 
crop  was  150,000  tons  less  than  the  quota  so  that  the  effective  inventory 
on  January  1,  1967  may  be  down  350,000  tons  from  the  2,794,000  ton 
effective  inventory  at  the  beginning  of  196  5.  This  reduction  would  result 
in  an  effective  inventory  on  January  1,  1967  of  79  percent  of  the  quota 
and  would  require  marketing  of  630,000  tons  of  new  crop  sugar  or  about 
200,000  tons  more  than  the  average  for  the  three  preceding  years  ,  1964, 

1965  and  1966,  Only  in  one  year,  1963,  has  this  quantity  of  new  crop  beet 
sugar  been  marketed. 

In  the  mainland  cane  area,  Louisiana  cane  production  was  estimated  at 
8 ,  190  ,  000  tons  ,  an  increase  of  1  5  .  7  percent  over  the  previous  year's 
which  was  damaged  by  a  hurricane.  Sugarcane  production  in  Florida  is 
expected  to  be  5,910,000  tons,  an  increase  of  5 .  3  percent  over  the  1965 
crop . 

The  1965  crop  year  sugar  production  for  the  mainland  cane  area  totaled 
1 ,  104,000  tons  of  which  554,  000  tons  was  in  Florida  and  550  ,  000  tons  in 
Louisiana.  Sugar  production  from  the  1966  Louisiana  crop  at  average 
extraction  from  sugarcane  would  be  about  100,000  tons  higher  than  that 
of  196  5  with  Florida  expected  to  be  at  about  the  samiC  level. 

With  a  100,000  ton  increase  in  production  the  January  1,  1967  effective 
inventory  for  the  mainland  cane  area  would  total  about  770,000  tons  or 
70  percent  of  the  annual  quota  for  the  area. 

Cane  production  in  Hawaii  was  estimated  in  the  Crop  Production  Report 
at  11,563,000  tons  or  5.9  percent  above  the  previous  largest  crop  in 
1965.    Sugar  production  from  the  1965  crop  totaled  1,218,000  tons  and 

1966  crop  year  sugar  production  could  exceed  that  by  50,000  to  75,000 
tons  . 
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As  of  July  Z,  1966,  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  was  at  682,  000  tons  or 
76,000  tons  above  1965  production  to  the  same  date. 

Sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  through  July  10  totaled  approximately 
875,000  tons,  raw  value.  With  four  mills  still  in  operation  it  was  ex- 
pected that  perhaps  5,000  to  10,000  tons  more  sugar  would  he  pro- 
duced from  this  year's  crop. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1966  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

Washington,  July  18,  1966  USD  A  Announces  Increase  in  Sugar  Quotas: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  July  18  announced  an  increase 
of  125,000  tons  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar  requirements  for  1966 
from  10.1  million  tons  to  10,225,000  short  tons,  raw  value . 

The  action  increases  the  quota  for  Hawaii  by  26,753  tons  and  the  quotas 
for  foreign  countries  by  98,247  tons. 

A  portion  of  the  statement  of  bases  ajid  considerations  is  quoted  below: 

"Section  201  of  the  Act  directs  the  Secretary  to  revise  the  determination 
of  sugar  requirements  at  such  times  during  the  calendar  year  as  he 
deems  necessary  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  consumers.  Prior  to  the 
current  period  of  hot  weather  over  most  of  the  Nation,  it  was  apparent 
that  sugar  was  being  sold  at  a  rate  slightly  higher  than  that  expected  on 
a  seasonally  adjusted  basis.  The  hot  weather  now  prevailing  has  added 
impetus  to  that  tendency.  At  this  point  it  appears  likely  that  sugar  con- 
sumption during  the  calendar  year  will  exceed  the  10  . 1  million  short 
tons,  raw  value,  which  was  estimated  at  the  time  1966  sugar  require- 
ments were  initially  established  in  December  of  last  year.  With  the 
heavy  consuming  season  at  hand,  augmented  by  the  current  high  tem- 
peratures, additional  sugar  supplies  will  be  required  to  adequately 
serve  the  needs  of  the  market.  Accordingly,  total  sugar  requirements 
for  the  calendar  year  1966  are  hereby  increased  to  a  total  of  10,225,000 
short  tons,  raw  value." 

"**  Section  20  2(a)(2)(B)  provides  that  the  quota  otherwise  established 
for  Hawaii  shall  be  increased  within  prescribed  limits  on  the  basis  of 
the  quantity  of  sugar  available  for  marketing  in  the  continental  United 
States  stemming  from  increased  production.  A  determination  of  the 
amount  of  sugar  so  available  for  marketing  under  the  statute  has  been 
under  consideration.  Such  determination  has  been  made  and  the  Hawaiian 
quota  is  increased  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute. 
The  quota  for  Hawaii  for  Ccdendar  year  1966  is  hereby  established  at 
1 , 200 , 227  short  tons ,  raw  value . "

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Import  Limitations  Established  on  Sugar  Mixtures  Containing 
Butterfat  or  Flour 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  July  1 1  ,1966  issued  a  regulation 
establishing  limitations  on  the  imports  of  mixtures  containing  sugar  and 
butterfat  or  flour  as  described  in  the  order. 

The  action  became  effective  when  published  in  the  Federal  Register, 
July  13,  1966.  However,  special  provision  is  made  for  the  entry  within 
30  days  after  the  effective  date  of  the  regulations  for  mixtures  which  de- 
parted the  port  of  lading  before  the  effective  date  of  the  amendment  and 
for  mixtures  subject  to  an  irrevocable  contract  entered  into  prior  to 
June  15,  1966. 

The  regulation  limits  the  imports  of  mixtures  this  year  to  the  larger  of 
(a)  the  quantity  imported  before  the  effective  date  of  the  order  and  per- 
mitted during  the  next  30  days  subject  to  the  provisions  referred  to  in 
the  paragraph  above  or  (b)  the  quantity  of  mixture  containing  100  short 
tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  ( 187  ,  000  pounds  of  sugar,  refined  basis)  from 
each  country  except  Australia  for  which  the  limitation  is  2,240,000 
pounds  axid  Denmark  for  which  the  limitation  is  350,000  pounds  of 
product . 

For  future  years  the  quantities  which  maybe  imported  from  any  country 
will  be  the  larger  of  (1)  average  annual  importations  during  the  imme- 
diately preceding  3  years  or  (2)  the  quantity  of  mixtures  containing  100 
short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar. 

The  mixtures  subject  to  limitations  are  those  which  contain  more  than 
25  percent  sugar  by  weight,  dry  basis,  and  which  have  other  ingredients 
composed  chiefly  of  butterfat  or  flour,  or  both,  and  which  are  to  be 
further  processed  or  mixed  with  other  ingredients  or  are  not  suitable 
for  marketing  to  the  ultimate  consumer  in  the  identical  form  in  which 
imported  . 

Today's,  action  was  pursuant  to  a  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  filed 
with  the  Federal  Register  June  15.  All  briefs  postmarked  before  July  1 
were  fully  considered  in  developing  the  regulation. 
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The  regulation  is  in  accordance  with  Sec.  206  of  the  Sugar  Act  and  is 
needed  in  view  of  the  rapidly  expanding  importation  of  such  mixtures 
during  the  current  year.  Each  month  this  year  imports  exceeded  the 
quantity  imported  in  the  prior  months  of  the  year.  By  May  the  imports 
for  that  month  were  greater  than  the  total  imported  in  the  six  years 
preceding  1966 . 

The  Department  indicated  that  it  would  continue  to  review  the  imports  of 
mixtures  of  a  similar  nature  which  are  not  covered  by  the  regulation. 
Consideration  will  be  given  to  the  need  of  amending  the  regulation  if  it 
is  determined  that  the  importation  of  mixtur  es  containing  substitutible 
ingredients  for  butterfat  or  flour  are  tending  to  defeat  the  purposes  of 
the  regulation. 

The  regulation  provides  that  the  products  or  mixtures  subject  to  limi- 
tation shall  not  be  imported  after  the  effective  date  (July  13)  except 
pursuant  to  procedural  requirements  involving  approval  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  for  applications  to  import. 

The  excerpts  from  the  regulation  quoted  below  indicate  the  products  or 
mixtures  subject  to  limitation:

The  U.  S.   Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  an  increase  of 
100,000    tons  in  the    estimate  of  total   sugar  requirements    for  1966  --

Today's  action  increases  the  quota  for  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  by 
10,860  tons,  the  quotas  for  Western  Hemisphere  countries  by  80,807 
tons,  and  the  quotas  for  other  foreign  countries  by  8,333  tons.

On  December  8,  1965,  sugar  requirements  ofcon- 
sumers  for  the  year  1966  were  established  at  9,800,000  short  tons,  raw 
value.  It  was  then  estimated  that  actual  consumption  during  the  year 
would  approximate  10,100,000  short  tons,  raw  value  .  On  April  8,  sugar 
requirements  to  consumers  were  increased  200,000  tons  to  10,000,000 
short  tons,  raw  value.  Distribution  of  sugar  so  far  this  year  has  been 
running  well  ahead  of  last  year  and  with  the  heavy  sugar  consuming 
season  at  hand  additional  supplies  will  be  required  to  adequately  serve 
the  needs  of  the  market.  This  action  will  also  provide  foreign  countries 
lead  time  in  pleinning  their  shipments  for  arrival  in  this  country  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Accordingly,  total  sugar  requirements  of 
consumers  for  the  calendar  year  1966  are  hereby  increased  to  a  total  of 
10,  100,000  short  tons,  rawvcdue."
